ROUNDING ON KUROPATKIN. 

Japanese Command the Road North of 
Mukden. 

Toklo, March 9.— (4 p. m.)— The 
headquarters of the Japanese armies in 
the field reported today as follows: "In 
the Slngking (Yenden) direction our 
(Ire, after defeating the enemy at Mag- 
huntan. Is still pursuing hlin In the 
Shakhe river direction, east of the rail- 
road, the enemy showing signs of re- 
treat. Our whole line opened a general 
attack from Mitenlngh March 7, dis- 
lodging the enemy from their position 
and pressing his force towards the 
mouth of the Hun river. 

■'The whole district west of the rail- 
road !uid south of the Hun river Is in 
our hands. 

"On the right bank of the Hun river 
the operations continue. 

"The enemy in the neighborhood of 
Tonkshltun and Llkuabpao still makes 
a stubborn resistance.' The enemy made 
several comiter attacks, but were re- 
pulsed with heavy loss. Our force Is 
now pressing the enemy towards Muk- 
den. Despite; the- enemy's, obsttaate re- 
sistance /weiiaye, captured Slaochltun, 
five, miles" nbrthweist. of Mukden, Pach- 
tatzu,' two -mllesynortheaat of Slaochl- 
tun, and Santlatze,, five miles north of 
Mukden. ' . Our 'force . .commanded" 'the 
ro.ad north' of Mukden." ' "

Mukden, March 9. — (10 a. ni.)— Aiv 
artillery fire Is now being directed from 
the vicinity of the ancient northern 
tombs against the Japanese forces 
which are crowding to the railway, 
where additional troops are assembled 
to meet this conthigency. The narrow 
strip west of the railroad la literally 
covoi*ed with soldiers and military ac- 
coutrements. The entire south front 
Is now retiring In conformity with a 
plan formulated upon the consequences 
of the day's lighting, and the Japanese 
apprehending the movement are them- 
selves rushing north around the Rus- 
sian right. 

The Russian Rotiremont 
Preceding the retirement last night 
the heavy firing, which extended along 
the entire south front, was, for the 
first time, audible at Mukden through- 
out the entire night and Increased -^vlth 
the day as It approached the west and 
north. It ought to be Impossible now 
for the Japanese to turn the Russians 
from the Hun river position, but the 
issue appears to depend upon the ex- 
tension of the battle line northward 
and up the railway. 

The evacuation of such a position 
involves several hundred miles of field 
and overland railways and telegraphs, 
enormous defensive works. Red Cross 
supplies, towns and forage stores, the 
latter of which It was necessary to 
bum. The military roads covered five 
! hundred square miles. The smoke of,, 
battle and fires are everywhere obscur^ .' 
ing the line, and It Is Impossible ton 
longer distinguish the conflagnitlbhs.' 
The hospitals here are now crowded, 
but the service continues adequate. 

Only sunlight and. the mildness ot the 
weather here prevents indescribable 
suffering among the wounded, and the 
supports and reserves, who are obliged 
to dig deep on the wide, shelterless 
plain and He widely extended In order 
to escape the shrapnel, whieh Is sown 
broadcast for fifteen miles on the 
west, and to -vN'hlch all the troops oh 
nearly ninety miles of battle line are 
constantly exposed.

International Union Orders Men Back 
to Work on I nter- borough -Lines. 

New "i'ork, Jilarch 9. — The most In- 
teresting develormients In the subway 
and elevated railway strike .situation in 
i\ow York today wa.s the stand taken 
by some of tlie national labor leaders 
in repudiating- tho action of the local 
leaders, who ordered arid are conduct- 
ing: the strike. 

The llrst intimation tho public had 
that the strike was not endorsed by the 
national unions ctimo in a statement 
from Grand Chief Warden S. Stone of 
the brotherhood of locomotive engi- 
neers, to which the niotormen belong. 

Stone insisted that the strike' was 
a violation of the l.iws of the national 
union, the men having broken llielr 
contract w-lth the Inter-borough Com- 
pany. He ordered the men to report 
for duty, falling which expulsion from 
the organization Is threatened. 

Local Union Will Not Obey. 
Harry Johnson, secretary of the local 
union of the locoinotl\-e engineers, in 
an interview says the men would nut 
go back to work unlU they had won 
every point, the local union bavins .suf- 
licient money to carry on the strike 
without aid from the national union. 
So far, he said, none of the strikers 
had deserted, while do/cens of the 
strike-breakers had iiult and had been 
sent home by the local union. 

Notwithstanding the efforts of local 
leaders, there w'ere Indications around 
strike headquarters that at least some 
of tne men were ready to give up the 
light against the company. Those who 
from the start were opposed to the 
strike find In the action of the natolnal 
leaders an excellent excuse to return to 
their posts.

THE GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC. 

Apparently the atmosphere is clearing 
for a discussion favorable to the lionus- 
iug of tho Grand Trunk Pacific by the 
iProviuce.. The position being taken by 
tlie tidvocntos of the proiwsal is tliat 
"what is past and ^'one cannot be V.olped, 
4111(1 iliat as a business proposition wc 
should consider tho advautages to be 
gained by the immediate construction of 
the railway from this end and act ac- 
cordingly. It i.s iiriiposcd that wo .should 
ifivo land, which, if KriUitcd under pmper 
restrictions, is wholly unobjecliouahle. 
Altlioiigli no definite statement has been 
made, it is understood that the Grand 
Trunk I'acilic expect to gel 2(1,(101) acres 
liei' mile, (jr alioiit 10,11110,0(1(1 acres lor 
«11. h'or whatV A.s an inducement to 
commeiicc at "the I'acilic C-oa-st end and 
continue constructioii simultaneoasly 
Avith construction from Winnipeg west. 
Assuming that tho land to be given 
:iwa.v is worth ."i;! an acre, the boiuis 
-would finioiiiit to .'>10,1MJ0,()U0. It is es- 
liinated that tlie roail through Uritisli 
Columbia will cost $15,000,000 equippe<l. 
Three-fourths of this cost is guaranteed 
the Dominion Gov(!ninieut, and there 
iire those who .'^tiy they are willing today 
to talvii the contract to build the railway 
for the amount guaranteed. Does any 
person, in his serious, sober senses, be- 
lieve that the Province would be justi- 
licd, in the circuinstaiu'cs, in paying 
such a bouus to u railway company for 
.doing what it is morally bound to do 
■without tho consideration of a single 
cent? I5nt even' if we accept the value 
of the land at 50 cents an ac-re, iL means 
we are paying one-lliird the <'<)st of tho 
railway as a simple gratuity— a prem- 
ium for beingi held up iiy railway pro- 
Jiioters and unpriucipleil politicians. 

!l!y the letter o£ Jlr. Uayti to Senator 
Templcmau, we were distinctly and ab- 
solutely promised that as soon as the 
surveys were completed, construction 
wonlil begin at the Pacific Coast I'liil 
and proceed expeditiously to and 
throngli tlie itockies. Tlie Grand Trunk 
I'acilic Company is bound by that pnini- 
jso as much as tliougli it hud been plac- 
ed in the contract; tliat is to sny, if 
the men who compo.se the management 
are honorable. Assiiniing, therefore, 
tluit tlicy are all liuiKU'iiblc nieii, we can 
•aHord to wait for a year or two for it. 
.We will, in that event, be a little longer 
in reaping the benefits of construction, 
■but we shall enjoy tliciii that much hnig- 
er after eonstnictioii lias ccus(Mi in (ither 
provinces. XJie Colonist cannot recede 
from the position it has taken on the 
question, nor, indeed, can it see any jiis- 
lilication for 'tlie course that is being ad- 
vocated. Apart altogether from the 
principle of making land grants to rail- 
ways, npun which opinions may houestly 
dilTci-, by the imlicy tliiit has been adopt- 
ed in the I'roviii'-c, the Gi-and Trunk I'a- 
cilic, llirongrb the artiun nf Mr. Hays 
and tliii-t of its i.olilical friends, has 
jdaccii itself out of luart. W'c do not 
sc?e how any person cognizant of the 
facts can, consistent with self-respect, 
be a party to methodic so immoral. Wo 
have admittedly licen duped, AVe were 
promise! s<iiiiclliiiig dclinilcly us a.ii iii- 
duceiiieiit to vote for the lyiberal candi- 
dates. The electors believed in tlioso 
promifie.s and elected seven Liberals to 
support till? ( ioverniiieat that was giving 
us tlio railway. Xoiv, these piiiinises 
are being repudiated, and we are plainly 
asked to pay handsomely for any varia- 
tion of the written contract in our fnvor. 
We cannot <.'onceive of Liberal-Conser- 
vatives above all others, palliating such 
11 breach of faith. To do so is to lie- 
come accessory after Uie fact to tin; 
fraud llial has been pcrijetrated. .Vru 
we to believe lliat hunor has doptirLeil 
from the land and that no longer liit 
word of publi<' iiiea, solemnly jiledged, is 
to be accepted, without being made part 
of the written bund? There is a prin- 
ciple at stage, which is more important 
to be respected than all the material :ui- 
vamagos to be gained by surrcndersag 
to business e.vpedieucy. 



A GRAVE ERROR. 



It is an uufortunate state of affairs 
that a religious controversy of great bit- 
terness is likely to follow the proposula 
of .Sir Wilfrid l.HUrier with respect to 
si'liai-ale sclmols in lie- .Xorthuest. It 
is uufoitiiiialo for tliu Liberal party, 
Avhicli has Just been returued to power 
with tho undoubted .sentiment of the 
country at its back upon the genenJ 
(luestioiis dividing, the people oC 
t^aiiada. It is unfortunate for the peace 
and prosperity of tlu; eoiiniry; and we 
fcup it will be unfortunate for Sir Wil- 
Irid Laurier. The responsibility, how- 
ever, must rest upiui those who have 
inlliicnced hiui to lal;e the (■ourse which 
he lias. I'ldvinciiil rights is an old issue 
in Canada, and every attempt, however I 
veiled, to iuterfero with them lias ni- 
way's lamentably failed. It is a qae-i- 
lion upon which the pi-ople an? pii.'.-i';u- I 
liir.y alive. it is strange that in iIir I 
Wliirligig of time the Liberal parly I 
. that' Sir Wilfrid Laurier,. who stood for ' 
the pidnclple in old days, snoiiiil i,ow j 
."leeli to b<! the transgre lso;-. \S''heii Kir I 
•lolin .Macdoiiald was in legal conlliet i 
with Sir Oliver ilowat over ce.nain i 
(liiestiuns altectiug the riglits of On- 1 
lario, be was b'oimdiy berated from I'lid ' 
to end ot'^tlie Doniluiou as tho onoiiiv 
oi; tlic'- provinces. .Sir Oliver' Mdwiii 
was piiiced on n verydiigh pedestal «s a 
couscciuonco of his constitutional vietm- 



tobn— practically v; flat is now prip'S -d 
to be done, on.'iy'lh advance — was sev- 
erely denounced by Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
as "coercion." Siieli atteiiipt.s to mu;-,- 
bIo the Provincial Legislatures are boun.i 
to be Tesisted. As wc have pointed-out 
ill preVioiis issues, it is not ai qu(!stlon 
of separate schools. It has not necoa- 
siirily anytliing to do witli the sectarian 
aspect of the case. Sectarian preju- 
dices, It is true, have^feeeu arons'ti, a'ld 
tho widespread opposition to si»paia'o 
seliools is assorting it.solf and to some 
extent confusing the issue;;. But the 
merits of that (picstion nre not iuvoiveil. 

a matter of fact, if tli,e mino.'ity de- 
sire separate schools ia the No.'thwest, 
the Legislatures of tlie new ' Pvoviiu'cs 
are bound to make provision for ili.in. 
Why, as Mr. Uauitain points out, sliould 
tlie. Dominion Govemiuent asininu'-.tliai 
the ''Provinces will not do justi'ie to ;lie 
religions denoniinatioua in tliis rospeet 
as well as in all others? The I'roviuce.'! 
have.; waiiy other duties imi)osed upon 
theni ' under the 'B. N. A. Act, These 
are defined in section 02 in nimierons 
sub-.sectious. As well might the Dom- 
inion Government insert clauses in the 
.\iitonomy l>ill <lireetiiig the perl'orm- 
aiice.s of each of the.-^y as to seek to 
direct the I'roviuces in resi)e<'t to educa- 
tional inatti'i's, over whicli they have ex- 
clusive eontrol. A more fatal mistake 
cinihi not have been imagined. The very 
fact that certain provisions are made 
in section 93 to protect tlie minorities 
and define methods of redress is proof 
that the Fathers of Confederation wish- 
ed to nvoili tlic re-opening of an old sore, 
every time a new iii-ovini'c was fonucd. 
It was to avoid just such a crisis as 
has now arisen. 'Witli all the experi- 
ence of what has trauspircd in Cana<la 
in connection with matters of a sectar- 
ian i-h;ii-aci<'r (inc \voubl havi' imagined 
tliat .so astute a politician and statcsuian 
as Sir Wilfrid Lnnrier would have steer- 
ed clear of complications by refusing 
to deal with the iiueslion of education at 
all in his bill. It only goes to show how 
powerful the inlliieuce.s were that tempt- 
ed him into the path of greafi danger. 



THE SALARIES OF TEACHERS. 

With reference to statcmouts made in 
the local press about a threatened re- 
duction in the teachers' salaries, we are 
authorized by ii trustee to say that tliere 
never was any iiitenliiui to make a ro- 
ll iiclion, and no suidi iulentioi! was ex- 
liressed by the trustees either individual- 
ly or collectively. In proof of this the 
I'stimntes are pointed to. Tliese sliow an 
increase lioth in teachers and salaries. 
There is, therefore, no cause of com- 
plaint, and to wlmtever extent complaint 
has been roflcetcd in the press, it "is 
without justitication. 



THE GAME LAW. 

'J"he (iaino .Vet is to be amended in a 
number of important respects. One pro- 
vision will be generally commended, and 
that relates to the protoetioii of the 
l eaver. This aUimal is rapidly on the 
decrease ant} owing to the Inroads of 
Indians, trappers, prospectors and others 
is liable soun tii^ extinction. Th.. elk is 
likely, too, to be -e-Xtermiuated ami spe- 
cial provision should be made for its 
preservation. In this connection, the 
projiosal several times made for the set- 
ting aiiarl of a tract of land, as a siiecial 
game reserve, is worthy of serious con- 
sideration. The Corbin o.xperimeut in 
the Eastern States has demonstrated 
what is iiijssibie in this way, and it 
seems to he entirely pra-iicalile in liri- 
tisli Coiumbia on a large scale. AJ 
pointed out hy Hon. Mr. Fulton, game 
is a valuable asset and siiould be con- 
served in every way possible.

ter from a Hritish CoUinilda point -of view, 
and should a.sslst the government In arriv- 
ing at an uuderstundlug with the Grand 
Trunk I'acilic. 

As far as the Soclallats are concerned, I 
do not take it for granted that they «re 
Irrevocably opposed to land grants, but 
v.-ltli certain jirovisloiis as to their admin- 
istration, maximum price and taxation, 
would he inclined to support that po'lcy; 
but If. they lire opposed to liuid grants, I 
suppose they will stick to their colors, as 
they b.rve a perfect right to do. Those of 
them who occupy dcats In the leg-isliiture 
aiipcar 'to me, from the part they have 
taken in the business of the Uouse, to be 
men ot Judgment and .good common seuse, 
and ftuxious to see the proTlnce ' progress, 
and willing to assist in bringing . about 
wbat Is today of such vital ItDportoncc to 
tlie rapid advftucemeiit of our prOVi&ce.

There Is ver.v little harmony in the min- 
ing laws established by the various st.itus. 
In regard to the size of claim, some states 
allow the full maximum area allowed by 
the' federal laws— l.OOOxCtW feet. Oihcr 
stales allow clnlnis oiil.v one-half, and In 
;.ome cases only oiie-i|inuter the area ill- 
lowed by tho federal statute; for example, 
In Montana, mining claims are 1,000 f >>< t 
long by 000 foot wide; that Is to say, .luu 
feet on each side of the vein located. In 
Colorado, the width e.miiot exceed .'(00 feet, 
ot 150 feet on each side of the vein. In 
some eonnties of Colorado, the local regn- 
latlous conllue the width to l.'iO fei't, or 
75 feet on each side of tlie discovery shaft, 
lu some states the law reiiulres the pros- 
pi otor to do his location work within a 
short tpcrlod, such as 00 days, whereas 
ill others, a prosl>ector 'may allow his as- 
sessment work to go for nearly two years 
In some cases.

The tenders were never let 
Perhaps this commendable enterprise 
might be carried to successful fruition 
during the coming dprlng.
